fromthe vialenceof their Sword & hatred: Bro 
not therefore ſo much: affrighted-as 'thatiyou 
ſhould inconſideratly fall from your ſtanding, 
tothe prejudice of fo juſt a caſe;, nor ſo far des 
luded.with vaine hope, as:to caſt yonr ſelfe 
headl[ong into the deceitfull ſnares of unfaith- 
fall promiſes, with moſt certaine dangerof your 
Tife , lofle of ſoule and goods, and remedy-lefle 
oriefe of Tour ever aſſured friend "The N. 
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
